(In a word) he was a man ſo fa- 
mous, that before him the world had not 
his fellow, nor hath it ſince ſcarce pro- 
duc't his parallel; yet in courting the 
Sons of Herb, he ſets forth himſelf in no 
other language then this, I am a ſtranger 
and a ſojourner among you. 
Hence we are to — that herethe 
beſt of men are but Pilgrims; the truth 
of which the Scriptures doth abundantly 
confirme: witneſs old 7acob, who being

How hard a leſſon is this to learn, Hu- 
mility is a grace contrary to moſt mens 
humors , out of faſhion, or at leaſt re- 
queſt in theſe rimes, for now moſt men 
offer that violence to modeſty, as to make 
their tongues the trumpets of their own 
praiſes, (though they have none to b 
of.)

Our Saviour hath told us, 
that the tree is known by his fruit; and 
God that ſearches the reins, knows the 
heart, and judges of the outward actions 
by it. Zalaams words beſpeak him both 
a Prophet and a Saint; and he did as 
clearly propheſie of Chriſt , as any Pro- 
” phet of the Lord, either before or after 
bim: and tis thought by ſome, that his 
Prophecy of a Star to riſe out of 7acob, 
&c. drew thoſe Perſians King to attend 
the motion of that Star that appeared at 
our Saviours Incarnation, *Tis moſt cer. 
tain that Balsam ſpake ſo well, that no 
man could ſpeak better, yet he could 
ſpeak ſo bad, that the Devil himſelf could 
not ſpeak worſe, as when he adviſed the 
Moabites to ſend their Daughters to com- 
mit whoredom with the Iſraelites, which 
occaſioned the death oi twenty four thou- 
ſand Hebrews. And ſo 1 paſs from the 
Speakers deſcription, to the deſcription 

of his Speech. 
The ſpeaker was Balaam, and his 
ſpeech, or rather his prayer; was, Let me 
' dye the death of the righteout', and let my 
latter end be like his. Balaam is lo taken 
with che rayes of that Glory he beholds 
at 
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at a diſtance, that he grows impatient, 
No more of life, nothing in it ſo deſirable. 
No more of this world, he ſees more glo- 
ry in the next, and therefore courts death 


much longs for. Let me dye, &c. What, 
could he not dye without asking leave? 
without much intreaty, death was ready 
to attend him; and for want of help he 
might have been his own executioner, and 
(as King Saul did a long time after) 
made his own ſword to have given him 
his Mittimus to the grave. No, Balaam 
(as bad as he was) would not lay violent 
bands on himſelf; he knew that God 
would not entertain any — or 
ſtraggling ſons that came withgur his call. 
That God who infus'd a living Soul into 
our Bodies (when we began to be) will 
not have that ſoul come forth till he re- 
quire it. Tis written Revel. 3, 21. To 
him that overcomes, will I grant to fit with 
me in my Throne , even 4s 1 alſo overcame, 
and am ſet dm with my Father in his 
Throne. Tohim that overcomes, not to 
him that runs away: to him that con- 
quers, not him that flies from his colours, 
We are now but on our way, aot yet in

That Death isa debt of Nature, to be 
id by all che ſons of men, is ſo known a 
ruth, that it needs no further proof then 
dmmon experience; the decree hath 
| hefÞſong ſince gone forth, that all men muſt 
-x.Fonce dye. So ſure as death (ſayes our 
old common Proverb) and that's ſo ſure,that 
dthing more certain. For of all the 
riviledges that Chriſt purchaſt for the 
ns of men, he never granted this; for he 

bimſelf 
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himſelfraſted of death, and ſo muſt all 
thoſe do that breathe upon this earth, ex- 
cept thoſe onely that ſhall be found alive 
at the day of judgement, which ſhall not 
dye but be chang d. None are exempted 
from deaths rage, no honey withouFthis 
gall, no exaltation without this humilia- 
tion; all muſt paſs through his black 
Gates ere they can enter into glory. 

And this brings me from the firſt con. 
cluſion to the ſecond ; from the certainty 
of death to all mankinde, to the Happi- 
neſs of it to the righteous. Let my latter 
end be like his. 

I cannot blame Zalaam for making 
ſuch wiſhes, and it had been well for him 
if it had fallen ſo, hehad then been eter- 
nally happy as now miſerable. Indeed, 
death to a righteons man, is but a ſleep, 
(for ſo our Saviour tiles it; )it puts an end 
to our miſeries and a beginning to our 
joyes; it cures all diſeaſes, the aking head 
and the fainting heart, Aſa of bis Gout, 
and Mephiboſbeth of his lameneſs, La. 
rus of his Sores, and Gehazs of his Le- Ib. 
proſie; finiſhes that life that was a kinde 
of death (or a paſſage to it,) and gives 
birth to another, not ſubject to mutati- Af 
4 on;

t But it may here come within the

The 
pure in heart onely ſce him to their 
comfort; when Balaam beholds him it 
ſhall be with terror ; and though when 
he made this prayer his ſoul danc't on 
his lips, ready to flye off, yet was he ne. 
ver nearer heaven then thoſe Piſgah 
Hills; Had Balaams works been an- 
ſwerable to his words, or his worth to 
his wiſhes, he might have reacht his de- 
fices. But as Saul who was once among 
the Prophets fell after from God, ſo 
Balaam is not long in theſe raptures, 
and therefore for all his devotion, 
though he were not ſo wicked as to kill 
himſelf, is nevertheleſs ſo unfortunate, 
a5 to fall by the Sword of the Iſtaelites, 
cyen among the thickeſt of Cods Ene- 
mies, the Midianites ; as you may read 
at large in the one and thittieth Chap- 
ter of this Book of Nambers, v. 8. 

There is no man ſo much an enemy to 
b\m({clf, but would be happy if happineſs 
Were 
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were to be gain'd with wiſhing for: 
Ask the wickedſt man upon earth, if he - 
does not hope to dye well, he will cell 
you he does, and fo he will, if a word 
upon his death- bed will do it; A Lord 
have mercy upon me: but alas Heaven is 
not to be attained on ſuch eaſie tearms. 
C ais may be diſtracted for his Murder, 
Balaamand Saul may Propheſie, Ahab 
walk in Sack- cloth, du Preach and 
do miracles, and all ro no purpoſe; twas 
not Eſauis blubbert d eyes that could te- 
covet either his Birth- right or his Fa- 
thers bleſſing. I cannot but reprehend 
their folly that ſpend their dayes in fin 
and vanity, and at the point of death, 
think to turn ſuddain penitents, as if 
that would do : how foully are they mi- 
ſtaken that think ſo, for he that lives 
Ik: a devil upon earth, (though under 
an Angels vail ) (hall never be a Saint ia 
Heaven ? 


So I have now done with the parts 
fopos'd : what remains, but that 1 in 
brief give ſome ſhort ditections, how to 
kad this happy life, how to reach that 
happy death, and ſo Ile conclude.For the 
tain and ſpeedy attainment of which 
E 3 be 
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be pleaſed ſeriouſly to weigh theſe fol- 
. lowing inſtructions. 

Firſt, be converſant in the Scriptures, 
make that your day and your night ſtu- 
dies, and take notice of the lives of all 
Gods Saints, and endeavours to track 
them in thoſe ſteps which brought them 
to glory. Make Abrahams faith, and 
Jabs patience Eliahs zeal, and Hezekiahs 
Integrity, patterns of your immitation, 
Let Joſeph be an example of uncon. 
quer d chaſtity, and Maſes of meekneds 
and humility, Let Davias troubles teach 
us to depend upon Gods Providence, 
and Pauli perſeverance, not to be weary 
of his Cortections. Remember the Cha- 
rater which our Bleſſed Saviour gave 
of the Baptiſt, That he was a burnin 
and a ſbining light, Indeed the Saints o 
God in all ages have ſerv'd as Beacons 
on hills to give light to a crooked and 
perverſe generation. Oh that we could 
but learn by their examples to adorn 
our profeſſion , and we ſhall be no lo- 
ſers in the end. What ſayes David, 
Marie the wpright man, and behold tht 
juſt, (indeed he is worth the noting) 
the end of that man is peace, He it is that 
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may be truly ſaid co leave this world 
like a Lamb, and (hall for ever be own- 
ed in a better for one of Chriſts fold. 
But above all look upon him that is the 
Author and finiſher of your Faith; 
ſtrive to immitate the ble ſſed ſteps of. 
the holy Jeſus, whoſe feet were ever 
running Gods Commandements, whoſe 
hands were ever buſicd in works of Cha- 
rity, his eyes ever looking for Objects of 
Mercy, wheſe Soul was ever yerning 
with E of Compaſſion, whoſe diſ- 
courſe was alwayes gracious, and guile 
never found in his-lips. And that we 
may be-the bet ter fitted to write afcer 
ſuch bleſſed copies, let us ſer a narrow 
watch over our thoug"\ts, words, and 
aRions, that we offend in neither; but 
remember that he is an Almighty and 
Omniſcient God, with whom we bave 
to do, and all things naked and bare to 
his all-ſeeing cye; and that we may 
make a happy progreſs in our Chriſtian 
courſe, let's trample on the vanities of 
this world and have our converſation in 
Heaven whilſt we are on Earth. Put a 
ungut value on the things of this world, 
u whilſt we are in this; make ſure of a 
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better. that when this fabrick (hall be 
on a flame, we may finde a place of re. 
fuge in thoſe glorious and everlaſting 
Habitations: and that we by no meant 
put off our Repentance from day to 
day, but take time by the fore: top, fot 
we know not what a day may bring 
forth, There are many now in Hell 
yelling forth their too late Lamentati- 
ons, that would have repented, had they 
had a morrow ; let us be ever contem- 
plating of our laſt end, and of that great 
account we mult all one day make, and 
account every day as onr laſt ; that 
when death comes we may be {o pre- 
par'd for his approach, as to entertain 
him as a friend, not dread him as an ene- 
my. Twas a good prayer of Davids, 
Pſal. g. 20. Let the Nations know them- 
ſelves to be but men, Oh that we did but 
ſeriouſly take this into our conſiderati- 
on, and rightly underſtand our frame 
whereof we are made, and remember 
that we are but duſt ; and what is duſt 
but the ſlave of the beeſom and the ſport 
of the winde.

That he that was ſo 
rich, that all the Gold and the Silver was || ** 
his, and the Cattel upon a thouſand hills, | A 
ſhould be ſo poor as to be deſtitute of a 
penny to pay Cæſar tribute, without be- 
ing beholding to a fiſhes mouth. That 
he that was ſo powerful as to command 
the Devils to their Chains, ſhould be ſo 
meek as to ſuffer himſelf to be led like x 
Lamb to theſlaughter. Yet thus he ſuffer'd fel 
it to be te fulfill all Righteouſneſs ;, and 
nothing did he think too much either to 
do or ſuffer for mans Redemption, \ 
Man had finn'd againſt an infinite Ma- I 
jeſty ; and ſatisſaction was to be made 
to an offended Deity; and that ſatisfa- 
ction to be as infinite as the nature of 
whe tranſgreſſion was, which ſatisfa- 
ction could be given no other way but 
by ſuffering ; that ſuffering no leſs then 
the utmoſt ofan inraged and incenſed 
malice ; that malice as general as men 
and devils ; the puniſhmene great, the 
punifhers many; Heaven, Earth, — 
an 
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Hell (an angry God, an incenſt World, 
and an inraged Hell) and he that was to 
indure all this to be innocent. No manſo 
pure, no angel ſo powerful to undergo 
all this, God could not dye, nor men or 
Angels bear ſuch a burden, therefore it 
mult bea God-man, (a God and Man 
united in one Perſon, the one to bear, 
the other to ſuffer; and ſuch a one was 
our Bleſſed Saviour whoſe ſpotleſs in- 
nocency and unconquered Patience in 
in his expreſleſs pains, repreſents the 
refulgent Rayes of a Divine Power that 
kept frail Humanity from ſinking to 
deſperation under ſo great a — 2 
ill muſt needs acknowledge that the mi- 
ſeries he indured were unſpeakable; and 
bis patience infinitely beyond a preſi- 
dent, If we take but a ſtrict ſurvey of 
the means and miſeties that attend his 
birth, the inexpreflable grievances. of 
bis life, and the ſadneſs of his death, we 
ſhall in each of theſe finde him demon- 
lirated a man of Suffetings.

ich ſinners, he mult be one himſelf, 

cat leaſt a friend to them; and in that 

hey ſpake truet then they were aware, 
nor he was the belt friend that Sinners 
or 
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or Publicans ever had.. If he heals a Crip- 
ple, or do any other- work of mercy on 
the Sabbath day, he is preſently cenfur'd 
for a profaner of the Sabbath. If he caſt 
out devils, he doth it by . Belcebub; at laſt 
his Exit draws nigh, that all the miſcries 
of his life ſhall be infinitely tranſcended 
by a painful and ſhameful death, as a ſad 
preface to which (in order to the com. 
leating the work of mans Redemption) 
begins his agony in the Garden, where in- 
deed he receiv*d the firſt reliſh of that 
bitter cup of his Fathers indignation, 
which he was to drink of. Here began the 
travel and anguiſh of his Soul, that pro- 
dic't thoſe drops of bloody ſweat, which 
in ſo plentiful a manner flowed from him 
in a cold Winters night. The conflict 
muſt needs be ſharp that put him in ſuch 
a heat in ſo cool an Aire, as doubtleſs it 
was, for the fins of the whole world lay 
upon him. *Twas thy fin, O man, cauſed 
this blood-ſhed : Thy guilt this ſweat ; 
that was the Sword, this the fire which 
made this blood and ſweat. Adam ſinn'd 
in a Garden, Chriſt there ſwears for it; 
his day luſt made c his night ſweat. Mans 
ſpirit was diſtempered in Eden. Gods „ 
a dy 
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dy therefore is thus bedew'd in Gethſe- 
mane ; that we might not burn and fry in 
Hell, he thus ſweats and bleeds on earch, 
he ſuffers this horrid Agony for a time, 
that we ſhould not endure a helliſh and 
worle extremity for ever; ſo he was 
Gods Holocauſt , that we might not be 
the Devils Burnt-offering, Belides Geth- 
ſemane*s pains, Golgotha*s was upon him, 
thoſe floods of blood foreſeen made theſe 
drops trickle. The paſſion then.co be act- 
ed on his body was now imprinted in his 
minde , the rage of Hell, the wrath of 
Heaven,the wretchedneſs of man,ingrate- 
ful man, for whoſe ſake all this was ſuf. 
fered, to ſave him from that wrath and 
Hell. Heaven, Earth, and Hell, all in 
Union to afflict one (though God and 
Man) muſt needs make a heavy conflict, a 
bloody Agony. And that it might not 
de long ere he finiſh that on Mount Cal. 
vary which he hath ſo ſadly begun here, 
(that the one might be but a ſhort and 
ſharp preface to the other) he is betray- 
ed; be that did eat at his Table with him 
kicks up his heel againſt him, and traytor- 
like betrayes him with a kiſs, and deli- 
vers him into the hands of his cruel ene 
F mies, 
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mies, who with an unlimited rage do be 
gin to abuſe him, and is now toſt like 
Ball from one place to another, whi 
malice is inventing new tortures. Het 
firſt brought to the houſe of Annas th 
high Prieſt, (who reſtrains not the iur 
ged multitude from venting their malic 
in revenge) thence is ſent to Caiphas,(ar 
other of the Devils Sanedrims) who ha 
formerly in a counſel reſolved he ſhou 
dye, yet now paliating the deſigne wit! 
the ſcheme of a Tribunal. They ſeek c 
for Witneſſes, and the Witneſſes are 
ſeek out for allegations; and when t 
finde them, they are to ſeek for proof, ar 
thoſe proofs were to ſeek for unity an 
conſent, but all too ſhort to reach his i 
nocency : he is ſent to Pilate, who (ur 
derſtanding him to belong to Herods Ju 
riſdiction) ſends him to Herod, who ſets 
him at naught, and his men of War abuſe 
him, (what elſe to be expected from rude 
Souldicrs whoſe very ſports are cruelty 
then ſent back again to Pilate, attendet 
with the hiddeous exclamations of the 
Rabble-rout, whoſe note (as they pal 
along nothing but Cruciſie.) The Re 
man Preſident (ſmelling malice in the by 
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ſineſs uſes ſeveral arguments, of pet ſwaſi- 
on to appeaſe the multitude, and aſſwage 
their malice, in order to the ſaving of his 
fe. The ficft drawn from his Innocen- 


thi] cy, I finde no fault in him, nor yet He- 


rod, he is an innocent Perſon ; one ſo far 
from deſerving death, that I cannot finde 
he ever did any thing to merit a reproof ; 
(malice it ſelf cannot tax him of any 
Crime except innocency be Criminal) 


i here I bring him forth to you, that you 


may know that he is clear from all obje- 
Rions, and nothing juſtly to be laid to his 
charge; and no fault, no ſentence. I that 
a (ic in the place of Judicature muſt not 
commit ſo great a piece of injuſtice as the 
ſentencing an Innocent to death. But this 
not ſatisfying the multitude, he delivers

But Pilate (notwithſtanding theſe obſſi. me 
nate repulſes) again ſolicites them to ſave} ub 
his life, (and that his arguments might 
be crown'd with ſucceſs ) he change 
his ſtile from a man of ſorrows, pte.

ſo his dignity might prevail where his 
miſeries could not; and that the me 
jeſt 
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jeſty of the ſufferer might aggravate his 
ſufferings and their cruelty, beſpeaks 
them thus : Behold your King, behold a 
king deprived of his comforts, ſpoiled of 
all his goods, ſold by his brechren, appre- 
hended by his ſubjects, ſcourged as a vil- 
lain, derided as a fool. Bchold a King 


Ivo hath no other uſe of majeſty, but to

wherefore let me requeſt you to deſiſt 
from ſo bloody a delign, And if ye have 
no regard neither to his innocency, ſuf- 


Jerings, nor majeſty, look upon your own 


reputations, which will ſuffer much for 
putting ſuch a perſon to death, Do not 
you know (I mean you that are the Do- 
F 3 tors 
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ctors of the Law, and the Elders of the 
People) that the name of a King is ſa. 
cred, God owns it as one of his Titles, 
and them as his Vicegerents that repre- 
ſent himſelf, who is the great Monarch 
of Heaven and Earth; and their per- 
ſons as ſacred as their names, being ſub» 
ject to no Tribunal but that of Heaven ; 
no Judge but the higheſt : Wherefore 
to offer violence to one that bears that 
Title, were à piece of ſuck unparallel'd 
cruelty, for which your ſelves could pro- 
duce no example, nor the world a preſi 
dent; all nations would cry ſhame at 
ſo horrid a fact, and your own conſci- 
ences would fly in your faces for com- 
mitting ſo hainous a Crime- Away then 
with ſo bloody a motion; yon that pre. 
tend your ſelves ſuch Zealots, ſtain not 
your hands with ſuch blood, nor your 
fouls with the guilt of it, left ye brin 
ſuch an odium on your Nation , whic 
your ſelves nor poſterity ſhall be ever 
able to take off. But all his rhetorick will 
not ſerve turne, for their guilty conſci- 
ences told them that they had already 
done more then they could juſtifie : 
Therefore the more he perſwades, the 
more 
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more they exclaim,leſt their King might 
have out-liv'd his wounds, recover'd his 
loſſes,and turn'd his Reed into aSceprerz 
they earneſtly importune the Judge to

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Petition of the People; but they prefer 


Barrabbas,a Rebel, a Murdetet, befote the 
Saviour of the Worldzdeſite to have him 
Cruciſie d. who raiſed the dead; & to have 
the other te leaſed, who deſtroyed the 
living. Pilate now finding that all his 
ptojects were fruſtrated, and no way left 
ro ſave his life,calls for water,and waſhes 
his hands before them as innocent of his 
Blood; but(being a timerous Man)aftraid 
of theJews, leſt theyſhould mutiny or tel 
tales to his Maſter, (whereby he might 
loſe either his place orCeſa#s favout de- 
livers up the molt unſpotredperſon in the 
world into the hands of malice, to glut it 
ſelf with tevenge in the exerciſing the 
moſt exquiſite torments and expatiating 
them to the longeſt thread of miſery;bur 
as if all this did not adde enough to the 
ſadneſs of his tragedy, he mult (after all 
this) dye, and the worſt of deaths, [ the 
Croſs Jonely inflicted on moſt notorious 
offenders, and betwixt two infamous 
Thieves (the worſt ſort of companions.) 
In order to which, he is led forth of the 
holy (now the bloody) City eraſalem to 
the place of execution, bearing his own 
Croſs, his head adorn'd with his Crown 
of Thorns, which was not at all pul'd 00 
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(fo it became the King of ſufferings notto 
lay aſide his imperial thorns til theywere 
chang'd into Diadems of glory) he ad- 
vances Mount Calvary,(a place difficult 
in the aſcent, eminent & apt forthe pub- 
lication of ſhiame, a hil of death and dead 
bones) where he is ſtript naked, who 
cloaths the field with floweis and all the 
world with robes, and the whole Globe 
with the Canopy of Heaven. A gay ſpe- 
Racle to ſatishe impious eyes, who 
would not. ſtay behinde but attend the 
hangman to ſee the cataſtrophe of this 
bloody tragedy;he is now faſtened to his 
Croſs, and heaven and earth(all creatures 
in both) vailed in blacks to lament his ob- 
ſequies, as if terrified at his ſufferings, 
whilſt menand devils conſpire to increaſe 
them, that he might have no ſenſe, bur 
that of miſery. How are all his ſenſes at 
once tormented in him; (and he in all of 
them j his eics in ſeeing nothing but what 
diſconſolated and afflicted him; either 
his enemies rejoycing at his ſufferings, 
or his friends (thoſe few poor friends 
he had) lamenting his miſcries. His ears 
play'd upon from every ſide with whole 
volleys of fearful blaſphemies; If than 
be tle King of Iſrael deſcend from the 
| Fs Croſs, 
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Croſs,(cry the Jews.) F than be the Chriſt 
ſave thy ſelf and us, (ſayes one of his fel- 
low ſufferers. For his {mel}, Ile not of. 
fend the nice and delicate with comme- 
morating the noiſomneſs of the place, 
and the abominable ſtench he there was 
ſenſible of. Fot his talte, he had — 
adminiſtred it, to ſweeten the bitterneſs 
of death, but Gall and Vinegar. For his 
feeling, we have ſpoken of that before 
(ifit were not altogether unſpeakable 
what he felt.) In a word, all heads are 
working, and all hands buſted in length» 
ning his torments, and now tormentors 
and tormented both weary, (the one 
in doing the other in ſuffering) he yields 
up the ghoſt. But their malice doth 
not terminate with him, though he be 
dead, their malice ſtill lives, which we 
thall ſee preſently break forth; for 
though 7oſepk of Arimathea (one of 
their councel, but not againſt his life) 
had begg'd the body of Pilate, they alſo 
go to Pilate fraught with malice againſt 


his memory, (that had done their worlt: 


to his perſon, and beſpeak Pilate; Sir, 
T bis deceiver ſaid whilſt he was yet alive, 
that in three dayes he ſhould riſe again 
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therefore let his Sepulchre be made ſure 
with a guard, left his Diſciples come and 
ſteal him away by night, and ſay be is riſen, 
Pilate grants their requeſt,and now they 
triumph in their villany, and think per- 
petually to keep him there whom they 
had brought thither. Is this the Saviour 
of the world ſay they, that could 
not ſave himſelf > Where now are theſe 
dreaming ſhepherds who ſpake ſo big of 
2 quite of Angels that ſhould ſing his 
Nativity > Where thoſe Angels that 
they come not to his Reſcue ? Where 
are thoſe beſotted vulgar that rob'd the 
trees of their branches, and themſelves 
of their garments, to ſtrow his way to 
Jeruſalem, and ſang Hoſanna's to him 2s 
the ſon of David, a Saviour of The 
world ? have not we laid their Heſan- 
xa'sin the duſt > and he whom they - 
dored as a Deity, executed as a Malcfa- 
for? Is this he that would deliver I. 
rael that could not bimſelf? We do not 
expect ever to be delivered by ſo mean a 
hand, and ſo ſlender a retinue ; we ex- 
pect a glorious Prince with a princely 
train of unconquer'd wartiors, not aCar- 
pentets ſon and filly fiſner- men; Cod 
never 
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never gave us any promiſe or preſident 
of ſuch a Saviour. We know that 't was 
by a ſtrong arm he delivered our Fathers 
out of Cpt, and that he gave them Sa- 
viours afterwards when they were in 
Canaan, ſuch as by force of arms broke 
the bonds of their oppreflors ; and are 
not we involy'd in as miſerable ſlavety 
and bondage is ever our fathers were? 
hath not the invincible Roman Eagle 
ſpread his wings o're the greateft part of 
the world, and ſeized many kingdoms 
with his ravenous talons, (making Kings 
his Prey, and Scepters his Conquelt) 
and who but a migbty Saviour can de- 
liver us and our Countrey from ſo po- 
tent an adverſary ? If this be he that 
undertook to do it (or were ſent from 
God for the purpoſe) where's his pow- 
er to make him fo ? where's his red- 
coat Souldiers, whoſe very garments 
might ſpeak nothing but blood and 
death to our inſulting foes ? where's 
his Magazin and Money, his words and 
Piſtols, his Granado's and Murdering- 
pieces, his Captains and Officers to lead 
his Army, that they did not perfect that 
happy work, but ſufter their Lord and 
Matter thus to fall. 0 
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O fools and ſlow of heart to believe what 
the Prophets have ſpoken ;, ought not Chriſt 
to have ſuffered theſe things, and to enter 
into his glory | was he not long before 
ptopheſied of to come in the form of a 
ſervant, not in the gayiſh magnificence 
of an earthly prince; that he (hould be 
2 man of ſorrows, and by his ſufferings 
ſhould purchaſe freedom and happineſs 
for inthral'd mankinde. How exactly 
doth your Prophet Iſay pourtray to the 
life both his perſon and ſufferings, and 
writes of him in the Preſent Tenſe not 
the Future, as a thing then really ated, 
not after to be fulfiiled; as more becom- 
ing an Evangeliſt then a Prophet, in 
giving rather a Hiſtory of his ſufferings 
then a Prediction of them: but leſt ye 
ſhould not think one witnefs enough, 
look upon all the Prophers that have 
deen ſince the world began, you will 
inde, they did all unanimouſly breathe 
with one month the myſtery of his com- 
ng, and of that redemption which by 
his death he was to accompliſh, Was not 
his Birth long before propheſied of, as 
tothe time, manner, and place of ir, his 
perſon, names, and offices, his tribe and 
Family 
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Family, his eternal Generation, the union 
of his God- head with his Humanity, his 
Humiliation upon earth, his perfect obe- 
dience to his Father, his riding to Jerw 
ſalem in triumph, the childrens Hoſam- 
1 7, bis Agony in the Garden, the man- 
ner of his delivery, the price he was ſold 
for, the flight of his Diſciples, the part 
ing his garments, the piercing his hands 
and his feet, his revilings on the Croſs, 


his companions in death, his patience in 


ſuffering, his dying words for whom he 
ſhould lay down his life, and whom he 
ſhould conquer; and what clearer proof 
could ye delire then the mouths and at- 
teſtations of ſo many witneſſes: and 
could ye be ſo blinde as not to diſcover 
this to be he that was of old deſign'd 


and foretold to be the worlds Sx- 


viour: didye not behold a majeſty in 
the ſufferer? did not the refulgent beams 
of his divinity ſhine through the great- 
elt clouds of his adverſity ? and did not 
Humility and Glory go hand in hand 
through the ſeveral paſſages of his life 
and death, that by miracles 2s well as 
miſeries he might convince the world? 
That he ſhould abaſe himſelf fo low, as 
to 
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to be born of a Virgin, that ſpake his 
humility ; but to have his incarnation 
publiſhe by an heavenly hoſt, and kings 
to riſe to the brightneſs of his coming, 
this his glory: to ſuffer himſelf to be 
baptized in the common river of Forday, 
that ſpeaks his humility , but there to be 
proclaim'd the onely beloved Son and 
Saviour of the world, both by the teſti. 
mony of the Father,and preſence of the 


Holy Ghoſt, this his glory: to receive 
the ſlaunders of his Countrey-men, that 


he caſt out devils by Belcebub, that ſpake 
bis humility; but to make the devils con- 
feſs him to be the Son of the Higheſt, this 
his glory: to ſuffer death, even the 
death of tte Croſs, that ſpeaks his hu- 
mility ; but to make the foundations of 
the world to ſhake, the Sun to vail it 
ſelf in black, the moon to hide her head, 
the rocks to tend, and the vail of the 
temple to part in ſunder at his yielding 
vp of che ghoſt, this his glory: to be 
laid in another mans Sepulchre, that 
ſhews his humilicy ; but to make the 
Gravesto open to receive him as their 
Lord, and the dead to riſe to atteſt his 
Divinity, this his glory: to ſuffer = 

if 
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ſelf to be ſeal'd up in his Sepulchre with 
a guard of Souldiers to keep him there, 
that was humility ; but in that houſe of 
death to have the viſits of Angels, and 
to riſe from thence by his own power, 
this his glory: to ſojourn forty dayes 
on that earth where he had been ſo cru- 
elly handled ſpeaks his humility; but to 
have a convoy of Angels to fetch him 
away, and to aſcend on high with ſuch a 
guard of attendants in view of ſo many 
witneſſes, this his glory. And thus did he 

evidence his mediatorſhip by the loweſt 
humiliation of his humanity, and exalta- 
tion of his divinity,by the glorious mita- 
cles; by the one he did do, ind the inſuf- 
ferable injuries in the other, he did un- 
dergo. How many glorious miracles 
did he work, certainly if the mighty 
works which were done in you had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon, they had repen- 
ted long ago in ſackcloth and aſhes. Did 
he not feed your admiring multitudes 
5000 of them at one time with five bar- 
ley loaves and two fiſhes, and twelve 
baskets of fragments to ſpare?did he not 
turn water into wine, heal the ſick, make 


che lame to walk, the deaf to hear, the 
blinde 
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blinde to ſee, and the dumb to ſing ? did 
he not cleanſe the Leper, caſt out Devils, 
niſe the dead, even a Zazarxs that had 
been a four dayes priſoner in the Grave? 
Many rhings of him were rematkäble, 
and ſuited with him as he was the Meſ⸗ 
ſah, as to his Birth, Death, and Burial : 
de was born under AHuguſtus Ceſar at 
ſuch a time, when there was an univerſal 
peace o're the whole world;to ſhew that 
he was the prince of peace, and came to 
reconcile his Father to fallen man, In 
Bethlehem the houſe of bread, for him 
that was the bread of life, and the life 
of the world. In an Inne, (a place of 
common reſort for all perſons) to ſhew 
that all perſons ſhould have free admiſ- 
fon to him,and that he was in publickto 
manifeſt himſelf to the world. He was 
Crucified without the Gates of Peruſa- 
lem, to ſhewthat he died for thoſe out of 
the pale of the Church ; on Monnt Cal. 
vary, a place of death, to ſhew that he 
came to deſtroy death; on a Croſs, to 
ſhew that that was the way to a Crown; 
and by his ſufferings on that tree of 
hame, he purchaſt for us diadems of glo- 
ry. He was buried ina Grave cut out of a 

Rock, 
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Rock to ſhew that he was the Stone cut 
out of the Mountainza Grave untoucht, 
for a body undefil'd, in a Garden where 
mankinde was loſt, for him by whom 
the world was ſaved. But this is not all, 
he was a King, and ſuch a one you lookt 
for; but here's the diflerence, you lookt 
for one to come in outward pomp and 
ſplendor, he in meekneſs and humility ; 
(for the glory of his kingdom conſilts 
not in outward (hew, but hidden ſplen- 
dor) you lookt for a temporal Savior,he 
am eternalzyou, to be freed in bodies and 
eſtates, he to ſave your ſouls, (in com- 
pariſon of which the whole world is 
not worthy a name) you to be deli- 
vered from the Roman yoke, he from 
the Devils tyranny. The weapons of his 
warfare were ſpiritual,and his glory not 
temporal, witneſs his progreſs to the 
Royal City; for inſtead of Chariots,and 
Steeds, and Trains of State, he hath not 
a beaſt, but a borrowed one, to ride up- 
on, no Crown on his head, no Sceprer 
in his hand, no Cloth of State over him, 
no precious Furniture about him, no 
Tiſſue upon him, no Capatiſons of 
Gold under him. No rich Carpets and 
cuti- 
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curious Tapeſtries before him. No He- 
calds in robes. No Clarions. No Trum” 
pets to proclaim him. And yet Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like this 
Lilly of the Vallies. No Coats of Arms 
lke his Fiſher- mens. No Laurels to the 
peoples Boughs. No velts of beaten 
gold to their ſpread Clothes,No Troops 
of Nobles to his Trains. No Grandees 
to his Diſciples (which have even the 
Devils themſelves for their ſubjeRs) ne 
Heralds to the Babes that bleſ him. No 
Salve 'i, no 7s, no Aves to the Hoſan- 
na's and Beniſons beſtowed on him. He 
was a King (as he told Pilate) but *cwas 
of another world : his Throne Heaven, 
the Angels his Couttiers, and the whole 
Creation his Subjects; his Judicatory 
the Courts of Conſcience and Church 
Tribunals,and at Doomſday the Clouds, 
It was ordered by Divine Providence 
that you ſhould put him to death, elſe 
you ſhovid never have had the power 
to have done it. Had he pleas'd he 
could have call'd Legions of Angelsto 
his reſcue, (one of which armed with his 
permiſſion able to deſtroy a world. 
In teltimony of which , did not the 
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whole fabrick of heaven and earth ae- 
knowledge him, whom the devils them- 
ſelves beheld with terror, and are you 
ſo ſtupied as not to take notice of him, 
did not you ſee the rocks tend at his Paſ- 
ſion, and are you ſo ſenſeleſs as to think 
that a ſtone ſhall bar his ReſurreRion ? 
did ye not hear of dead Saints walking 
up and down the City, and do you think 
to hinder it in a dead Saviour ? Was not 
a whole band of you ſtruck down with 
a word of his Mouth, and can a watch 
keephim from riſing up; though your 
Souldiers be too ſtrong for weak Diſ. 
ciples, are they able to contend with 
Angels? Twas ſtrange that he that was 
immortal ſhould taſte of death, but im- 
poſſible he ſhould ſee corruption, 
Wherefore notwithſtanding all your 
guards he ſhall riſe the third day, all the 
powers of hell ſhah be too weak to de- 
tain him longer, or hinder his return to 
his Fathers Boſome, there to continue 
till the laſt day: and then this Carpen - 
ters Son ſhall come in the Clouds with 
Power and great Glory, and thoſe lilly 
Fiſhermen fie upon twelve Thorns, and 
judge the twelve Tribes of Iſrael. _

And now dear Chriſtian, let me re- 
queſt thee ſerioufly to look back,admire, 
and make a tight uſe of thy Saviours ſuf- 
ferings, behold his readineſs to ſuffer, 
bis willingleſs to ſave, the unſpeakable-

ready was he to ſave, how did his bow- 
els yearn for loſt man; after the loſt 
ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael was he come, 
and to fave ſinners was his errand ? how 
ready was he to lay down bis life? when 
they came with Swords and Staves to 
pprehend him, did he not betray him- 
{If by his ſo ready a confeſſion, I am he. 
How did he haſten that bitter cup, and 
how was he ſtraitned till he did ſuffer ? 
did he not forbid Saint Peter the uſe of 
bis Sword, though in ſo jult a quarrel as 
dis defence? how ready was he to par- 
don, how meek and patient in his ſuf- 
ferings; was he not the Lamb dumb 
before 
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before the ſhearets that opened not his 


mouth ; who being revil'd, revil'd nor 
again, but prayed for his enemies whilſt 
they blaſphem'd him ; which prayer of 
his was ſo prevalent with his father, that 
in fifty five dayes it occaſioned the con- 
verſion of eight thouſand of his enemies 
at one time, Chriſts (ufferings did as far 
tranſcend any other as his Perſon; but 
they were but for a time (they did not 
laſt alwayes) every Day hath his Night, 
every Summer its Winter, every Spring 
his Fall,and every Life his Death; and as 
ſome nights are darker then other, ſome 
Autumns more unſeaſonable,ſomeWin- 
ters more ſharp, and ſome Deaths more 
(yea much more) cruel then others be: 
ſome men fall like fruit, others are cut 
down like trees; ſome cut up as the 
flower, others by the root; ſome men 
dye onely, others with torment, (which 
is two or more deaths in one, ) but - 
mong all deaths that ever were ſuffer d; 
never any ſo ſtrange, never any ſo ſad as 
our Saviours was; for init both pain 
and patience met in their extremities ;

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Well might he therefore ſay, Ti ſini- 
ſeed, for the Satisfaction is full, Salvation 
ſure, Sin is nail'd, Hell Foil 'd, Satan 
chain'd, the World baffled, the Fleſh 
wounded, Death ſlain, the Grave buried, 
and every Adverſary-power conquer'd

Know that ic hath ſtill bin the conti- 
nual practice of the prince of darknes, 
to infatuate the minds of men with an 
over high eſtimation of the things of 
this life; and by putting out of their

fading.) In order. to which I (hall pre- 
ſent the world to view. Firſt, Whole 
and entire; then cut up and Anatomiz d, 
taking the liberty in Method and Di- 


ſtribution, ſo to place my Diviſions, 


dubdiviſions, Notions, as may beſt ſerve 


ſor brevity, perſpicuity, my purpoſe, and 


the Readers benefit. 

The World for its frailty and incon- 
ſtancy is. by St. oh compared to a ſea 
of glaſſ:, Revel, 4. 6. For its frailty 
glaſs, for its inconſtancy a ſea: A fea

Awelling with pride , blown with envy, fill 
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| frothy wich Loxury : It is 4 fea tempe 
ſtuous With controverſies , ſtormy with 
afflitiops, tumultuous with diſorders, 
fravght with vexation and miſery , and 
alh thingy in it ſweeter in the ambition 
then fruition. The ſex yields an obedi- 
ent conformity to the motions of the 
Moon, and ſwells higheſt in a joyfull- 
imitation when ſhe is ia the Spring-ryde 
of ber ligbt, either towards the heavens, 
(as in the change) or towards the earth, 
{as in the full; }and as (he doth wax or 
waid, ſo doth he either flow into a Fleu- 
reſte, ot ebh into a Conſumprion of his 
waters. And even thus is the World the 
Page of Fortune, whoſe unconſtant and 
everchanging motions do hurry abour, 
like ſpokes in a wheel, the condition of 
all Mottalls. We have it confirmed to 
us by a more then humane authority, 
{1 Cor. 9. 31.) That the guy of this 
world paſſeth away; An Hout-glaſſe 
doth change its poltare every hour, and, 
that part which was even now above, is 
now below; that which was burnow 
full, is now empty; not can one ſide be 
filled, but by empty ing the other. Such 
uche world. every moment tura'd =

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fide down, and men are now full, now h 
empty: Nor can they often fill them-{ e 
ſelves without the ruine and pre jodiceſ h 
of others; and although ſomerimes ith 6 
be at the full of glory, yet is it even then x 
like her alſo mingled with the ſpots off ti 
adverſity, and ſubje ct to the change off fr 
every moment. And therefore ( as tu

parted fp the world, lamentably de. 
lar'd the contrary. Earthly glories 
re (at heſt)but tranſient. . The greateſt 
zvorite that ever the world had could 
never aſſure himſelf of one minute of 


kmentable hazards and mutations inci- 
dent tq greatneſſe.)How many are there 
that lavghe yeſterday, that bave cauſe 
enough to weep today. He on whom 
proſperity yeſterday did ſmile, doth to 
day adverſity frown; He that yeſterday 
was reputed the happieſt man in this 
world, is to day ſent miſerable to an- 
other. That which hath a Diadem for 
its aim, ofrentimes meets with an igno- 
ninious death for its end. He who in 
the morning hath been an object of en- 
y. hath ere night been of miſery and 
contempt. He whom the morning ſua 
hath beheld in the height of honour, 


(Cap- 
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happineſſe,(bur ever obnoxious to thoſe -

(Cappape) (bioing in all his glory, hat 
the evening ſun beheld caſt down wit 
the greateſt ignominy. The fame ſ 
that beheld Hamas ador'd like ſome De 
ity (in the Perſian Court) and like ſom: 
infamous Milefactour waving upon hi 
Gibbet. Honour tis built upo 
ſmoak, how can it keep from vani 
ing. . 

2, Riches : ' Suppoſe a man had. al 
the Gold of Ophiy at his own con 
mand, and were Maſter of the Ind! 
Shores, and had all the ticheſt Gem 
that the world affords in his own pol 
ſeſſion ; if all the world were his own 
and all perſons of all ranks and degred - 
were his flaves to enlarge his Exchequ 
were all heads and hands workiag tt 
improve his wealth; yet all would be { 
far from giving him ttue felicity, that 
would rather diſtract then content hin 
This tranſitory traſh could neither ad 
miniſter comfort, or prevent miſery ; 1 
there is no true happineſs in them, ſo nd 
conſtancy in enjoying them: for th 
are ſubject to vanity and violence; and 
they would be ſo far from protecting 
him from danger, that they would make 

him 
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him a mark forenvy to ſhoot at, he 
ſhould to his ſorrow finde that there 
would be menfound that would not 
ſtartle at his deſtruction, ſo they might 
by it attain their deſires, deceive, betray, 
ſwear, and forſwear for ſuch a purchaſe, 
Riches indeed were never true to thoſe 
that truſted them; They take themſelves 
wings, and flye away, when there's molt 
occaſion to uſe them. He that to day 
with Caligula could tumble in gold and 
filver, may to morrow with Bellizarins 
ſtand and beg for an half-penny. 

3. Pleaſures: Suppoſe the Elements 
did conſpire to pleaſe the minde of man 
with their choiceſt delicacies ; ſuppoſe 
the eye were pleas'd with the lovelieſt 
and moſt deſited objects, the heating 
with the ſweeteſt and rareſt harmony 
that either art or nature could poſſibly 
produce. The taſting with the deareſt 
and choiceſt cates that the world af- 


fords, and the quinteſſence of all the 
creatures artificially diſtill d into an in- 
valuable Compendium, a bit more worth 
then an Empire, and a draught then 2 
Kingdom. The ſmelling with the moſt 
odoriferous ſcents that either India or 

H Arabia 
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Arabia (art and nature) could produze, 
The feeling tickled with the greateſt 
delights that that ſenſe were capable of, 
all would be coo ſhort to entitle the 
enjoyer happy, one thing or other will 
be ſtill wanting, (the abſence of which 
which will ſtill diſcontent him)one drop 
of gall will diſtaſte a whole veſſel of 
ſweets.) Put the caſe all things were pro- 
cur'd that can be defir'd to fatisfic the 
expectat ion, there would ſoon be a glur, 
(plenty would breed ſatiety.) It may be 
ſaid after enjoyment , as it was of Am- 
nen, (who was ſo extreamly deſitous of 
enjoying his filter Tamar) when he had 
his defire, his loathing now, as great as 
his longing before: So here, but this is 
not all, as they are unſitisſying and in- 
ſufficient, ſo not conſtant; proſperity 
and adverſity may ſhæew themſelves in 
one moment, Belſhazars frolicks were 
both ſuddenly and ſadly chang'd into 
rerrour and trembling, by the ſtrange 
appearance and motion of a hand that 
pte dicted his laſt, 7ezabe/(that painted 
Strumpet, who ſtudied nothing but to 
pleaſe her ſelf, her will was her law, and 
her deſites accompliſl:t , though _ 
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ſo bloody) how ſuddenly was ſhe 
thrown forth of her window at the 
command of an enemy, and trod under 
Horſes heels, and allow'd no other grave 
then the hungry maws of ravenous curs, 
yet a Kings Daughter. We may ſay of 
all Earthly Pleaſures what Amaſa aid 
of War, that bitterneſle is the common 
appendix in the latter end ; they ever 
carry ating in the tail, like 7oab to 
Amaſa , whileſt it kiſſeth us, it killeth 
us, The world that is ſo ready with her 
ſervice, is as forward with her deceits : 
She that but now ſmil'd like a ſttumpet, 
frowns like a Tyrant. Worldly Plea- 
ſures are like gilded Pills, which under 
their extetnal beauty include bitterneſs; 
or like unto freſh Rivers, that end their 
courſe in the ſea, loſing their ſweet re- 
liſh in an Ocean of ſaltneſs, as will be 
ſadly manifeſted by this following ex- 
ample. Sejanus had as much of the 
worlds felicity as could be wiſht or de- 
fird, (if the defire could be farisfied 
with having) for honours he had them 


| heapt upon him daily; for titles, he is 


more then Emperour ; for his will 


gives laws to his; his ſtatues are etected 
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in publick paſſages, reverenc't in Thea- 
ters, and carried in the front of the Le- 
gions ; all perſons do him homage, all 
tongues ſing his praiſes, and all knees 
bow to him: Never any man betore 
him recived greater honours, more uni- 
verlal, more unexpected, all the favours 
and dignities which all the Kings of 
Errops could heap together to raiſe a 
man, might not be compared to theſe ; 
he made all men know (far and near) 
what he was able to do: he ſixteen years 
poſſeſt the Sovereign Power of an Em- 
pire that commanded the whole world, 
and which had the riſing and ſetting 
Sun for limit. Emphrates confin'd its 
Frontier towards the Eaſt, Mount At. 
las the Catatacts of Nylus, the Deſerts 
of Africa towards the South, the Oce- 
an in the Welt, Danubius in the North ; 
ſo that as far as the ſun ptrogteſſed, his 
commands went. What Glory ever 
mounted ſo high, or fell ſo low, (as the 
concluſion will acquaint you.) 

For Riches he had ſeventy two milions 
of goldſ at onetime Jat his command, & 
more was at his ſervice, if he command- 
ed it. For Pleaſures, Nature did pro- 

ſtrate 
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ſtrate her ſelf to ſerve him, and turn'd 
all things upſide down to delight him. 
All his enterprizes were crown'd with 
ſucceſſe; he ſaw his delire upon his ene- 
mies, and was preſented wich the heads 
of thoſe that hated him, He had his 
ſetting dogs (45 Seneca term'd them) 
that were fitted to ſerve him in all em- 
ployments, which were onely ttactable 
and tame to himſelf , and barkt at ail 
others, and were maintained with the 
blood of his enemies. In this height, 
adverſity like a ſudden guſt overturrs 
his fortunes, and thoſe, who but now 
attended him to the Scnate- Houſe, con- 
duct him to a Priſon : Thoſe who but 
now bow'd their knees to adore him, 
now Ceridingly ſhake their heads at 
him, (making a jeaſt of him now whom 
they fear'd in earneſt before) whilelt he 
sdragg'd from the Temple to the Goal, 
from the higheſt honour to the loweſt 
ſhame. There was ſo little ſpace *cwixt 
is glory and his fall, that he was aſſoon 
truck as threatned ; *ewas his miſery not 
o be fore-arm*d for ſuch calamities, nor 
iſe till his fall made bim ſo. ('Tis a 
dadnefle for a man that might deſcend 
H 3 the 
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the ſtairs of greatneſſe with eaſe, to 
ſtay ſo long as to be thrown down 
with violence.) He that in the morning 
was admit'd by the greateſt, is ere night 
drigg'd along the ſtreets by the baſeſt 
Roman, and cot preſently executed, but 
with circumſtances of cruelty , all ſorts 
of outrag s were done to his miſerable 
body: ſome through inhumanity , o- 
thers for revenge, many for example, 
and all to the end it might not be 
thought they had eithcr lov'd or known 
him ; nis miſcrable caikaſſe cut in four- 
teen pieces, (as many as the City had 
Wards) and dragged three dayes toge- 
ther about the City; his eldeſt daughter 
deflouted near the Gallows by the 
Hangman, and then ſtrangled, (with her 
brother and ſiſter) and their bodies fa- 
ſtened ro the Gemonian ſtairs ; all were 
put to death that were related to him, 
or intimate with him;nor any ſuffered to 
bewail him: Tears were accounted cti- 
mina!, none durſt ſigh or grieve for him, 
ſo much had fear diflolv'd commerce 
*rwixt nature and compaſſion, 

But what ſpeak I of Sejanws, one 
greater then he, (and one that knew 
morc 
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more then any man either before or af- 
tet him, (Ile except none but the firſt and 
ing} ſecond Adam) who for honours had 
ght] more heapt upon hm, then any Mo- 
ſeſth narch in the world, being admir'd for 
but] his wiſdom , fear'd for his greatneſle, 
"res | and envied for his happineſſe, beloved of 
ble all his Neighbour Kings, who contend- 
o- ed in courteſie who thould do him moſt 
ple, | ſervice» For Riches, none had more; 

bel the Gold of Ophir was as plentifull as 
wn the ſtones in the ſtreet, and the richeſt 
ur · Gems that the world afforded ſent him 
had] from forceign coaſts. For Pleaſures, 
ge · none ere had more , (or ſince ſo much) 
iter} or wiſdom to improve them: he reign- 
thei cd forty years, (a ſufficient time to con- 
hee tent his minde) in ſur pt uous buildings, 
fi -( the moſt gloriousthat ever the world 
zerel beheld) in multitude of Horſes, in all 
um, variety of Studies and Sciences, and had 
1 rol traverſed his ſpirits through all the ſe- 
cri. fd cre s of nature, even from the Cedar to 
nim, the Hyſop , all ſorts of creatures (from 
etce ] the woman to the meaneſt) did contri- 
bute to bi delight; yet after all this he 
one concludes, that theſe ſweets were confe- 
ew ed with bitterneſs, and all vanity and 
orc} vexation of ſpirit, 
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thought either impertinent or impto- 
pet to this ſubject, to preſent my Rea- 


der with a brief ſutvey of the various- 


infelicities that attend the ſeveral de- 
gte es, conditions, and ages of men, and 
with an applicatory concluſion to finiſh 


my Diſcouiſe, We will begin with the 


higheſt, (for *cis caſter to fall then riſe ) 
and conclude with the meaneſt: We 
have already ſuſticiently diſcourſt of the 
miſcrics of gteatneſſe, and therefore we 
fhili be now conciſe, onely acquairt my 
Readers, that great men are ſo fat ſrom 
being made happy by their greatneſle, 
that they are thereby made capable of 
the greateſt diſtractions and afright- 
ments. Ihave read of ſome that durſt 
not go to bed till one had had lain down 
there before them ; and of others ,- that 
durſt not take their repoſe , till their 
chambers have been ſeatcht, leſt ſome 
conſpiratour ſhould be there lurking for 
an opportunity to put a ſad exit to their 
mundane infelicities: Of others that 
durſtnot uſea Barber, leſt in ſhaving 
their heads or beards they ſhould cur 
their throats, Nor is there now a Po- 
tens 


To conclude, I hope it will not be 
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tentate in Chriſtendom that dares taſte 
a bit without a taſter. Nor is this their 
a- | vigilancy to be diſcommended, for we 
18.4 know that their greatneſs makes them li- 
e- | able to many dangers, which renders the 
d | greatelt dignities miſerable. Deſcend we 
hto the Noble man: Suppoſe him in the 
e height of honor, (a favorite to the great- 
I eſt Prince) yet even there is he fat from 
'e | happineſſe; for he is ever fearful of 
e filling, either to be cruſht from-above by 
e | his ſuperiours anger, or to be under- 
y | min'd from beneath by his inferiors envy: 
mn can he be happy whom a Princes breath 
e, can in a moment divelt him both of bis 
f | greatneſſe and his life? Come we now 
{+ | ro the Gentleman, whoſe education 
t | may make him capable of ſerving the 
n | Commonwealth in thoſe ſeverall pro- 
It feſſions into which providence may caſt 
r bim: Suppoſe him call'd to the Bar, 
e j what happineſſe to be found in that 
life which is perpetually diſtutb'd with 
r } diſcord, hears nothing but the invective 
© | clamours of inveterate oppoſites; and 
B | his beſt muſick the jarring harmony of 
© || diſagreeing perſons. If to the Pulpir, 
* Þ| thar's the faddelt life of all, (if ſerioully 
p H 5 conſi- 
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conſidered) into which being no ſooner 
Caſt, he findes himſelf in a Labyrinth of 
Cares , (having ſo many ſouls under his 
charge, the thoughts of which doth per- 
petually efflict him) he muſt labour in 
ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, (and it may be 
for an ingtateful people that will litt le 
reſpe&ttim for his pains.) Do I call 
ita labour ? ſurely it may well be term'd 
ſo, (for there is no work like that of the 
brain.) Ir is a life ſo full of care, trou- 
ble and vexation, that the pen of a Pere- 
my ora Paul arc fitteſt to deſcribe it. I 
confeſſe there ate many in this age who 
have made that calling eaſter then ever 
God intended it (both in reſpeR of the 
admiſſion to it and diſcharge of ir) theſe 
break not their brains with ſtudy ing. not 
{hall St. Paule accuſation be faltencd on 
them, that much learning ſhould make 
them mad; if they are mad, *is for 
want of it, witneſſe. their Sermons (if 
they may be tetm'd ſo) which are as 
dull and as old as their charity ; ard no 
wonder, fot they endeavour not tobe 
good Preachers, but cunning Purchiſers, 
not to be good Paſtours to feed the 
itzck, but wolves in (heeps cloathing 
ted 
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f. ed upon them; and minde fat Benefi- 
ces more then lean ſouls, who inſtead of 
being examples of piety, are preſidents 
of (long-liv'd) malice, covetouſneſſe, 
and cruelty; and ſome ſo ridiculous both 
in their words and geſtures, as to render 
the Goſpel contemptible, and them- 
ſelves odious, But let them take their 
courſe , (as they will without my leave) 
and feed themſelves (like Porkets) with 
the fat things. of the earth, they ſhall 
notwithſtanding (at one time or other) 
finde both vanity and vexation in this 
their ſuppos'd felicity, enough to render 
the greateſt happineſſe upon earth truly 
miſerable, Come we to the Merchant, 
(who is the fitteſt Embleme of the 
worlds vanity and inconſtancy) continu- 
al cares do perpetually diſtract him, 
which hinder his content by day, and 
repoſe by night, all that he has (and 
it may be more then his own) lies 
at the mercy of the forging Bil- 
lows, and the boiſterous waves, which 
in an inſtant can make him that was 
worth thouſands not maſter of a pen- 
ny. Come to the Shop-keeper , whoſe 


head isever full of cares, how to ſteer 
; his 
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bis coutſe, and manage his buſineſſe with 
diſcretion to the beſt improvement and 
advancement of his ſtock, and how to 
finde out the various diſpoſitions of 
men, and to ſuit theq; accordingly (and 
fo to demean himſelf towards all as to 
gain the love of all) and oftentimes 
troubled at the ſlow motion of back- 
ward Cuſtomers, whoſe promiſes are 
commonly more dexterous then their 
purſes: (not a few have been ruin'd by 
it.) Come to the Mechanick that has 
no living , but what he fetches from his 
fingers ends; how muſt he work both 


with head and hands to maintain him» 


ſelf and thoſe about him?{who it may be 
will ill reward him for his pains.) Come 
we now to the Countrey , (which ſome 
think ſo pleaſant )it is very toilſom. The 
Countrey-man is the molt ſenſible of all. 
others of that doom of Adam, that 
with the ſweat of his brows he ſhoald 
eat his bread, 

If we conſider him 2s 2 landed man, 
then he is loaden with cares, ever fearful 
of bad ſervants and back doors, and it 
may be of one near to him, who alſo 
na cantributato his. roive, If a Far- 
mer,, 
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mer, he moyls like a ſlave in a Galley, or 
a Horſe in a Mill, to bring both ends to- 
gether to preſerve his ſtock, and prepare 
himſelf for an encounter with his Land- 
lord; and all too little, if many years of 
— come together, except ſome 
eat years interpoſe to requite him. 

If a Cottager, one that hath nothing 
but what he miſerably earns, who by his 
extraordinory labour gets him a ſto- 
mach ere he has meat to ſuffice to it, 


whileſt his childrens note is like the 


Horſe-leech in the Proverbs, crying for 


meat, and (it maybe) none to give it 


them. We have but one ſtep lower to 
deſcend, and that is to the Beggar: 1 
know it will be here objected, that I 
have not done well in putting the Beg- 
gar here to take a (hare of the infelici- 
ties of the world, for he lives the hap- 
pieſt life of all, he fetches his Pedigree 
from Cain the eldeſt fon of Adam, (a 
man of a vaſte eſtate) and hence hath 
the world for his inheritance, and is 
paid tribute from all ſorts and conditi- 


ons of men in it ; all heads and hands are- 
buſted to cloath and feed him, whileſt his 
ane ly task is to walk from place to te- 
ceive: 
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ceive it; his merry heart is neither di- 
ſtrated with cares, nor amazed with 
fears; he is as far from danger as free 
from labour :none will conſpire againſt 
his life, to deprive him of his place. A 
pennileſſe Traveller can ſing before a 
Thief, and a money leſſe Beggar can walk 
ſecurely, where a full fraught Paſſenger 
dares not ſhew himſelf, (Beggars you 
mult note carry not much treaſure about 
them, the rich man is their Sumptet- 
Horſe to catty it for them) I anſwer, 
Tis confeſt that the Beggar is freeſt 
from care, but. not furtheſt from miſety. 
*Tis true we ſeldom read of any plots 
that have been laid againſt the Beggars 
life. This one happineſſe indeed he has, 
but he hath ſo many miſeries to over» 
balance it, (that had he not ſome ſun- 
ſhine as well as ſo many ſtorms, he were 
not able ro live, grief would diſpatch 
him, and put a {ad period to his miſer- 
able day es he hath a large walk, and is 
ſeldom out of his way. But by the way 
Imuſt tell you, that he lives a dogs life, 
hunger and cale ; as for hunger he is ac- 
quainted u ich that at moſt times, but 
for caſe he hath chat but ſometimes — 
at. 
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heat annoyes him, the cold doth pinch 
him, his belly wants ſupplies within, his 
back wants defence without, both from 
the Summers ſun, and the Winters 
Rorms; he walks re gardleſly by day, and 
is lodg'd as care leſly by night; and 
though he be no fit object for ambition 
to work upon, yet is he oft in danger 
to be, ſurprized either for the Stocks ot 
Whipping poſte, notwithſtanding his 
ten thouſand about him that never for- 
ſakc him. The Premiſes conſidered, we 
may conclude that all things ate full of 
toyl and trouble, molcſtation and miſe- 
ry meet us at every turn, (whether we 
be high or low, rich or poor.) There is 
a ſingular vanity in this ſplendid miſery; 
one well compareth it to a beautiful 
Piture drawn with white and ted colors 
on ſackcloth, which afar off is very love- 
ly, but near by tis Ike the filthy marter 
of a ſote or wound, No man ever yet 
found any couſtant contentation in any 
ſtate, yet may his out ward appearance 
deceiFe another, and anothers him. If 
we but ſeriouſſy conſider the various 


vexitions that attend the ſeveral tanks 


of men, we ſhall. finde that abundance 
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is a trouble, and want a miſery, honour 
a burthen , and baſeneſſe a ſcorn , ad- 
- vancements dangerous, and diſgrace 
odious : (he that climbs is in danger of 
falling, and he that proſtrates himſelf to 
be trod upon.) But leaving that, we 
come to diſcourſe of the ſeveral Ages, 
and draw to a concluſion. 

Not to ſpeak of his being nine months 
a cloſe Priſoner in the womb, we will 
come to his birth, When he comes into 
the world, how ſadly he ſalutes it 
weeping, (declaring his diſlike by tears, 
becauſe he wants words to expteſſe it) 
either as a Prophet to foretell his miſe- 
ries, or 2s a Penitent to bewail them, 
We will paſſe his Infancy, (which all 
will acknowledge to bea life of vanity) 
and come to his Adolency, where he is 
kept under the tyranny of parents and 
maſters, and terrified with thoſe terri>le 
engins of correction, the rod and cud- 
gell : (an eſtate, ſaith one, not worth the 
deſcription.) Come we now to his Man. 
hood, where the cares- of the world 
(like a Troop) beſet him. Does he live 
fingle ,, that's uncomfortable ? Is he. 
married, that's-troubleſome. 1 — 
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read of one Diponares (who having ta- 
ſted the martyrdom of marriage} (as 4 
French Authour terms it) ſaid, that there 
were but two good dayes which a mar- 
ried man was capable of, the one his 
wedding day, on which much good 
chear was provided, and the Bride freſh 
and fair, (for of all pleaſures the begin- 
ring is molt deleRtablg.) The other 
when the woman died, the man being 
then free from bondage. But I believe 
Diponares was in a more then ordinary 
meaſure incenſt (by the croſneſle of his 
own in particular) to inveigh againſt all 
in general ; (but ſuch large concluſions 
are neither warrantable or commend» 
able) and therefore let my Readers 
know I am not of his opinion. Come 
we now to the old man, (who is as wea- 
ry of the world, as the world of him) 
his brain troubled, his face wither'd, his 
body crook'd, his ſight dim'd, his hairs 
faln, his teeth rotten , his comfort and 
content is gone, (all his happy dayes 
are flown over) the day is troubleſome, 
and the night tedious. In this condition 
ke is ſo far from being happy , that he is 
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ſelf and all about him, all his paſt felici- 
ties are ſo far from contributing to. his 
preſent felicity , that the very thought: 
of them does diſtrat him, when he conſi- 
ders that he had a prime : but that was 
paſt, and that thoſe pleaſures which 
were then green are now withered. If a 
rich man , then his children are apt to 
blame the ſlowgeſſe of his motion to an- 
other world, (for they have been long 
weary of him in this.) If a poor man, 
then he is troubleſome to one and to 
another, his children (if he have any) 
ſhift him from one to another, cveiy 
one thinks he doth too much for him, 

rudging him every bit he cats as rob'd 
— them and theirs ; and if ever they 
beg any thing at Gods hands, tis to take 
him away. Come we now to his con- 
cluſion, when he is ready to take his 
leave of the world, his feet become 
cold, his face pale, his eyes hollow, his 
tongue waxeth black, his teeth cloſe, and 
his breath fails, he hit" no ſenſe lefe 
him, but that of milery, his children and 
relation about him g ping for bis long 
deſired laſt gaſp, that ſo they may frol- 
lick with that wealth which was — 
ept 
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kept from them by one that was inca pa- 
ble of enjoying it; be leaves the world 
with groans, as he ſaluted it at firſt with 
tears, (and now what is become of his 
glory) he is brought to the grave, where 
all mankinde are promiſcuouſly blended 
together without diſtinction or order. 
Hete ate no Heralds to blazon Coats of 
Arms, but worms to disfigure thoſe per- 
ſons that di@bear them. He that was 
long ſince clad in filk, and ſhin'd with 
Diamonds; is aſſaulted with troops of 
vermin : And he that had all the odori- 
ſerous perfumes of Arabia Felix,breaths 
forth as noyſome and intollerable ſcents 
as the loathſomeſt creature upon earth, 
All earthly greatneſſe returns here to its 
firſt Chaos, and the ſtatelieſt monuments 
that the world could brag of mouldred 
into aſhes, Gehaz#?; ſcull cannot here 
be diſcern'd from Abſalons, and Irus his 
aſhes are as tranſparent as Alexard:rs : 
according to that of the Poet. 


For here's the Conqueror wish the Captive 
ſpread 
On one bare Earth, as on the common 
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The all commanding General hath mo ſpun 
Of ground alow*d,more then the private man 
Felly with wiſdom hath an equal ſhare, 
T he foul and fair to like duſt changed are. 
T his ts of all Mortality the end, 
Perlites now with Nereus dare contend : 
Ard with Achilles he hath equal place, 
That living durſt not lock him in the face. 
The Servant with the Maſter, & the Maid 
Stretcht by her Miſtris , h their Head: 
are laid 
Upon an equal Pillow ; Subjects keep 
Court with Kings equals , and as ſeft they 
ep. 
Lodging their heads upon a turf of graſs, 
As they on Marble, or on figur d Braſs. 
And thus have I (according to my 
ſlender abilities preſented my Readers 
with a ſerious and ſad Portraiture of 
the Miſery and Mutabilicy of World- 
ly Glory, which I have illuſtrated 
by the varfous diſpenſations of provi- 
dence to her greateſt Favorites, by a 
through examination of the ſeverall 
ranks and degrees of men, from the Mo- 
narch to the Begpar, and of the ſeveral 
Ages, from the Young Mans Geneſis to 
the Old Mans Cd, What now re» 
| mains, 
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mains, but that I onely leave my Rea- 
ders ſome ſhort advices, (in order to 
kis making a right uſe of the foregoing 
Diſcourſe) in number four, which J 
ſhall diſpateh in words almolt as few. 
The firlt to contemn the world. The 
ſecond, to be content with our conditi- 
on: The third, touſe moderation in 
the things of this world. And the laſt, 
that we wiſely improve them to be hap- 
Py in a better, 

Firſt to contemn the World: Alas 
there is ng it worth the deſiring. 
all the glory, beauty, and pleaſures of 
this world are as truly hort as they are 
ſeeming ſweet; and though they may to 
ſome ſeem ſweet in the enjoying, they 
are certainly (to all) bitter in the con- 
cluſion, I have read of a Duke of Ve- 
nice, who dying , commanded this to be 
written upon his Tomb, Know (moſt 
noble Venetians) that by mine exam- 
ple, tis the moſt Chriſtian thing in the 
world to trample this world under your 
feet. Plutarch tells us of a wiſe Hea- 
then, who ſpeaking of the delights and 
paſtimes of thoſe times, ſaid, I am much 
taken that I am not more taken-with 

theſe 
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theſe pleaſures: And ſhall that which 
could not pleaſe an Heathen ſatisſie a 
Chriſtian> We are not Heathens but 
Chriſtians, (whoſe expeRations reach 
further then ever Heathens did) and 
(hall we loſe time in looking after fa- 
ding toyes, that ſhould be curiouſly in- 
quilitive after unfading joyes, and for 
tranſitory traſh loſe a Crown of glory. 
2. That we content our ſelves with 
that condition into which Providence 
hath placed us, and endeavour with 
faithfulneſs to diſcharge thoſe places 


into which God hath call'd us, and not 


to ſquint upon other mens ptofeſſions, 
to invert that order which God himſelf 
hath made. Let not the Shoemaker go 
beyond his laſt , let the Cobler attend 
his boot, the Waterman his boat, the 
Fiſherman his bait , and the Schollar his 
books, a hammer is for the Smith, a Ho- 
mer for the School: God never intend. 
ed, that bungliag Mechanicks ſhould 
botch at his Altar, or thoſe that ſerve at 
his Altar ſhould minde any thing elle, 
The gift of contentation is ſuch a bleſſing 
as God affords to none but to his cho- 
ſen, *cis that which renders the meaneſt 
condition amiable

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| we ſhall gain ſich friends by this Mam- 
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3. To uſe a Moderation in the things 
of this world, we are not to glut our 
ſelves with the pleaſures of this world, 
but to be raviſhe with the contemplati- 
ons of a better; not like the Epicure, to 
place our felicity in out throat, by ma- 
king our ſenſes (which God intended 
as Handmaids to our Reaſon) ſole Mi. 
ſtreſs of out Religion: we may make uſe 
of the pleaſures of this world, but not 
abuſe them; they ate tobe us d as Phy- 
ſick, not as food; a little may delight us, 
much will deſtroy us; we ate to uſe a 
mean and moderation in theſe worldly 
things, and to uſe this world as though 
we us'd it not. 
Laſtly, that we make a right uſe and 
wiſe improvement of the things of this 
world in order to our happineſs in a 
better; and to this end that we make uſe 
of thoſe opportunities God hath put in 
our hands, and of thoſe eſtates where- 
with he hath encruſted us, to his glory, 
and the good of his poor members, that 
our gold and our ſilver may ſpeak for 
us, not againſt us at the laſt day; and by 
ſo judicious a diſtribution of our eſtates, 
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mon of unrighteouſneſs, (when time 
(hall be no more, and the world with 
all its glory on a flame) we ſhall be re- 
received into thoſe eternal (never peri- 
ſhing} habitations in the new eraſalem; 
to the innumerable company of Angels, 
and the ſpirit of juſt men made perfect; 
where with thoſe elders we (hall vail 
our crowns at his feet, who is worthy 
of Honour and Dominion, and ſing 
perpetual Anthems to the Sacred Trini- 
ty to all eternity,

Am not ignorant, that there are ma- 

ny (and they ſuch as follow the 
moſt, and ſide with the ſtrongeſt) who 
duke of cauſes and men by their ſucceſs 
and outward proſperity , but how far 
they are miſtaken who judge of mens 
future eſtates in another world by their 
conditions in this, will be eaſily manifeſt- 
ed; for theſe are things which we are 
not to pry into, or undertake to deter- 
mine here, but left to the righteous” 
Judge of all the world to decide hereaf- 
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the inſallible ſigns of a happy or miſer- 
able man, who ſo happy us the Sinner, 
who ſo miſerable as the Saint > Do not 
we often ſee the guiliy here go free, asd 
the innocent bear the puniſhment, ver- 
rue in ferters, and vice at liberty ranting 
it in pomp, the ſentence pardons Ra. 
vens, and layes hold on Doves; the 
poor innocent afflicted, whileſt the 
wicked holds up his head gloriouſly, If 
outward appearance therefore ſhould 
be the judge, woe were the portion of 
the Saints, happineſs the Sinners : For 
(23 late reverend Father of the Church 
of -. obſerves) if we ſhould jud 
according to appearance, we ſhogld 
think baſcly of the Saviour of the world 
himſelf. Who that ſhonld ſee him 
ſprawling in the Cratch, flying into 
Egypt, chopping of chips at Naz#eth, 
famiſhed in the Deſert , tempted of Sa- 
tan, attended by Fiſhermen, perſecuted 
by bis kindred, betrayed by one ſervant, 
abjur'd by another, forſaken of all , ap- 
prchended, arraigned, condemned , buf- 
ferred, ſpit upon, ſtourged to blood, 
ſcepter'd with a reed, crovn'd! with 
thorns, nail'd to the Croſs, hanging — 
ke 
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ked between two Theeves, ſcorn'd of 
beholders, ſeal'd up in a borrowed 
grave? Who that ſhould have ſeen his 
kin all dew'd with pearls of bloody 
ſweat, his back bleeding, his face blub- 
ber'd and beſcaear'd, his forchead har- 
rowed, his hands and his feet pierc'c, his 
ſide guſhing one, his head bowed down 
in death, and ſhould have heard with all 
his dying lips ſay, My God, my God, why 
haſt them forſaken me, would not have 
ſaid he is deſpis'd and rejected of men, 
yea, in appearance of God himſelf? Vet 
even in this while to the cutting off the 
fnnews of thoſe RifEnecked Jews, the 
Angels owned him for their Lord , the 
Sages ador'd him, the Star deſign'd him, 
the Prophets foreſhew'd him, the De- 
vils confelt him, his miracles evinc'c 
kim, the earth ſhook, the rocks rent, the 
dead lookt our, the ſun lookt in, an- 
ſwered at the ſuffering of the God of 
nature? Even while he was deſpis'd of 
men, he commanded the Devils to their 
chains; whileſt baſe men ſhoot out their 
tongues at him, principalicies and pows= 
ers bowed their knees to him; whileſt he

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ſhame, the powers of hell were drag'd 
captive after the triumphant chariot of 
his Croſs ; the appearance was not ſo 
contemptible as the truth of his eſtate 
glorious, judge not therefore according 
£0 appearance: ſhould appearance be the 
rule, woe were Gods people, happy were 
his enemies. Who that had ſeen Cais 
ſtanding imperiouſly over the bleeding 
carkaſs of Abel, Peſeph in his bonds, his 
Miſtreſs in her dreſs, Moſes in the flags, 
Pharaoh in the Palace, David ſculking in 
the wilderneſs, Saul commanding in 
the Court, Elijah fainting-under a Juni- 
per-tree, 7ezabe/ piinting in her cloſer, 
Micaiah in the priſon , Zedkyjahin the 
preſence, eremiah in the dungeon, Ze- 
dekiab in the throng, Daniel trembling 
among the lions, the Median Princes 
feaſting in their bowers, 7ohbns head 
bleeding in a charger, Herod ſmiling at 
the revels , Chriſt at the Bar, Pilate on 
the Bench, the Diſciples ſcourged , the 
Scribes and Elders inſulting , would not 
have ſaid, O happy Cain , Potephars 
Wife, Pharaoh, Saul, fexabel, Zedkiah, 
Zedekiah, Median Princes, Pilate, Herod, 
Elders; miſerable Abel, 7oſeph, Aoſes, 

David, 
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Saint and Sinner. 185 
David, Elijah, AMicai ah, Peremiub, Daniel, 
7obn Baptilt, Chriſt, the Diſciples? Vet 
we know Cain victory was as woful as 
Abels Martyrdome ; glorious 7oſephs 
irons were more pretious then the 
golden tyres of his Miſtreſs ; Moſes 
reeds were more ſure then Pharaohs 
Cedars; Davids Cave in the Deſert 
more ſafe then the Towers of Saul; 
Elijalg Raven à more comfortable pur- 
veyour then all the Officers of 7ezabe/ ; 
Micaiahs priſon was the Guatd-cham- 
ber of Angels, when Ahabs preſence 
was the Counſel-chamber of evil ſpirits ; 
feremiahs Dungeon had more true light 
of comfort, then the ſhining ſtate of 
Zedekiah, Daniel was better guarded 
with the Lions, then Darius and the 
Medean Princes with their Janizaries ; 
Fehn, head was more rich with the 
crown of his Martyrdom, then Hero's 
with the Diadem of his Tetrarch ; 
Chriſt atthe Bar gave life and being to 
Pilate on the Bench, gave motion to 
thoſe hands that ſtruck him, to that 
tongue that condemn'd him, and in the 
mean while gave ſentence on the judge: 
the Diſciples were better pleaſed with 
I 3 their 
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their ſtripes, then the Jewiſh Elders 
jth their proud PhylaReries, After 
s, Who that had ſeen the Primitive 
Chriſtians, ſome broiled on Gridirons, 
others boyl'd in lead, ſome roaſted, 
others frozen to death, ſome flead, 
others torn with horſes, ſome craſht in 
pieces by the teeth of lions, others caſt 
down from high rocks to the ſtakes, 
ſome” ſmiling on the wheel, others in 
the flame , all wearying their Tormen- 
tours, and ſhaming their Tyrants with 
their patience, would not have ſaid, of 
all things I would not be a Chriſtian ? 
Vet even this while were theſe poor 
tortuting ſtocks higher then their per- 
ſecutours, dying victors, yea victots of 
death, never ſo glorious as when they 
began not tobe; in gaſping crowned, 
in yielding up the ghoſt more thgn 
conquerours. Judge riot therefore ac- 
cording to appeatance: AﬀMiRions they 
are the lot of Gods people here, their 
crown is hereafter, and by them are they 
ficted for the crown, Iron is never 
cleaner, then when it comes out of the 
furnace; nor brighter, then when it hath 
been under the ſharp teeth of the 6 
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The ſun nevet ſhines cleater, then when 
it comes from undera cloud; no coal 
more hot, then that which hath been 
cover'd with aſhes, Though innocency 
be ſhaded in the obſcurity of priſons, 
yet nevertheleſs ſhe comes forth in tri- 
umph,radeating with glory. Cod cha- 
ſtiſeth every ſon whom he loveth ,, the Son 
of his love was petfected by affliti.ns, 
he bore his Croſs before he wore his 
Crown : The ſtones of the Temple 
were firſt hewen in the mountain befote 
they were ſet in the building : The fa- 
crifices of the Law were fiiſt ſhin be. 
fore they were offered: The veſſels of 
the Sanctuaty were ficſt to paſſe the fire 
before they were put to any ſervice , ſo 
mult Gods lively (tones, LI Pet. 2.5.] 
reaſonable ſacrifices, | Rom, 12. 1.] vet- 
ſels of honour, [ 2 Tim. 2 22. ] palsthe 
hammer, the knife, and the fire of affli- 
tion, before they can be fic for the ma- 
ſters uſe. God if in his divine wiſdom 
he thought it belt for us, could bring his 
ſervants to glory without theſe trialls, 
but that aftet our troubles here we ſhall 
be the better able to prize out reſt here- 
after: (ſhould we have a glut of proſpe- 
14 rity 
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rity here, we ſhouldbe ſo wedded to 
this world, that we ſhould not take 
pains to enquire after a better. Gods 
people never ſo devout, as when exer- 
ciſed with afflictions. It i good for me 
that 1 have been in trouble (ſaith David) 
for thereby have I known thy ftatmter, 
Pſalm 119. 71. Ad verſity, though 
it be more horrid in the view, yet 
proſperity is more dangerous in the 
in the event, A Summers ſyun-ſhine is 
the mother of more diſeaſes then a M in- 
ters Froſt ; the one ſeeks to make a con- 
- queſt on our Vertue by force, and that 

makes us (like a beſieged City) fortifie 
our ſelves more ſtrongly for a Reſiſtance; 
the other by the treaties of Peace,by the 
tribute of Gifts,ſeeks to bring our minds 
into ſervitude, and this melts our ſouls 
(our too too eaſie ſouls) into yelding. 
The fire burns hetter for being blown 
on by the cold winde, but the ſun ſhi- 
ning on it well nigh puts it out: ſo Ver- 
tue flames more brightly being blown 
on by the cold winde of advertity, but 
is extinguiſht by che ſun-ſhine of pro- 
ſperity , like lime which is ſet on fire 
with water, and (as ſome report) is 
| quenched 
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uenched with oyl. That proſperity 
doth draw more to ruine then adverſity 
doth drive, the Prophet David intimates 
where he ſayes, A thouſand ſhall fall be- 
fides thee , and ten thouſand at thy right 
hand. There is ten to one whoſe vertue 
the right hand of proſperity doth choak 
more then the left hand of adverſity 
doth ſtarve. Afflictions are Gods troops 
(and he their Captain) intended for the 
perdition of the wicked, for the purga- 
tion of the godly; he will not lay any 
more on any of his ſervants then he (hall 


enable them to bear; alas, the miſeties 
of this life ate not worthy of the felic*." *5 
ties of the next, nor may theſe croſles-* 


ſtand in competition with thatcrown ; 
nor are the greateſt torments that can 
here de inflified, comparable to thoſe 
endleſs and inſufferable tortutes which 


the wicked (hall be ſenſible of; the great-- 


eſt that a Saint can ſuffer here is but the 
malice of men and devils, the damned 
in hell (ball caſte the wrath of the Ab 


mighty. The ſufferings of the Saint and 


the triumphs of the ſinner, are but for a 
moment, but the reward of the one; and 
the plagues of the other, are to eternity. 
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Suppoſe our life here, ſpread with roſes, 
yer they are marceſſible ; and if with 
thore, vet they are dying The jewels 
of the Crown will receive a damp, and 
the tertots of the Croſs will ſoon be at 
an end. Groans and joyes in this life 
are both expiring, our troubles and our 
triumphs have both their ſetting. The 
diſtreſſes of the world are a ſhort and 


a ſudden tempeſt, and the delights of ie 


are a ſhedding flower. Now (asan ele- 
gant Writer obſerves) who would not 
rather endure the Hell of a few dayes 
miſcries here , and enjoy the Heaven of 
eternal happineſs hereafter , then enjoy 
the Heaven of a few days pleaſure here, 
and endure the eternal miſeries of Hell 
hereafter, Temporal pleaſares are dear- 
ly bought with the loſs of eternal, and 
temporal ſufferings are well required 
with eternal pleaſures, That is a miſer- 
able happineſs that muſt end in ſuch mi- 
ſeries us muſt never end, and thoſe are 
happy miſeries that ſhall ſoon end in 
encleſs happineſs. This life is but a 
journey towards death, and but a ſhore 
one; and death is yet a ſborter paſſage 
to a longer and a better life. That 4 


* 
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of joyes is worth the wiſhing that ſhall 
never have an end, and that end of our 
life is full as worthy of our wiſhes that 
ſhall begin the joyes of that endleſs life; 
and that end muſt be ere long, for life is 
ſhort. Man that is born of a woman i 
but of few dayes, and full of trouble : He 
is of few dayes, that he might not live 
too long in trouble; and his dayes are 
full of trouble, that he might not long 
for more of them then a few. Mans 
dayes are full of trouble, that a few 
might ſerve his turn, and make him wea- 
ry of them ; and his dayes of trouble are 
but few, that he might not be too much 
wearied with them. If it be mans miſe- 
ry that his few dayes are full of trouble, 
"tis Gods mercy that mays days of trou- 
ble are but few. The few dayes of mans 
life are full of trouble, that man might 
be daily minded of his duty , in ſeeking 
after another, a better life: and mans 
dayes of trouble are but few, that man 
may not be wearied ſo as to leave ſeek- 
ing for the other life, before that this 
doth leave him. Whas but the happi- 
neſs and glory of that better life held 
vp the ſpirits of Gods afflicted ſervants 

in 
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in their greateſt ſufferings in this >*T'was 
the recompence of reward that Moſes 
had teſpect to, which made him ſpurn at 
the treaſures of Egypt, and refufed to be 
called the ſon of Pharaobs daughter, and 
to (light all the diſcouragements and 
afflictions which he here met with. Let 
the miſeries therefore which accompany 
mortality wean us from all fondneſſe 
towards this life preſent, and the feli- 
ty of life eternal make us the more car» 
neſtly to long after that. The thoughts 
of the Elizian happineſſe did ſo encou- 
rage 2 poor Grecian (a meer Pagan) at 
the inſtant of his death, that he rejoyced 


much to think of going to Pythagoras 


and other learned Philofophers : to 
ohmpus and other skilful Muſiciatis, to 
Hecatens ; and other approved Hiſtori- 
' ans, to Homer the prince of Poets, and 
other famous Wits that were his fol- 
lowers ; that Poctical Paradiſe the Eli- 
zjan Field could make a Pagan give his 
long um vale to this preſent world with 
notable reſolution,and (hall not the real 
pleaſures of the celeſtial Paradiſe, the 
fulneſs of joy in the glorious preſence 
. of God, encourage a Chriltian at his 
death 
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s death to depart as comfortably as 2 
faichleſſe Grecian? Shall fantaſie in an 
Heathen be more powerful then faith in 
a Chriſtian ? Is not the company as good 
which we believe to be at Gods right 
band, as chat which he imagined to be in 
| Elizio campo, and are not the joys as ma- 
ny and as great? Well therefore may a 
| Saint cheat up himſelf at bis deparcure 
by thinking of his going ro Saint Peter, 
Saint Paul, Saint, James, Saint Fob, and 
to all that glorious company of Apoltles; 
and of his going to Elias, and Elia, 
and 1/aiah, and Ezekiel , and to Daniel, 
| and all that goodly fellowſhip of the 
Prophets; and of his going to Saint Ste- 
pben the Proto Martyr, and to /gnatize, | 
and to Paſtinus, and to our Cramer, 
| and our Ridley, and our Hooper, and our 
Taler, and all that noble army. of Mar- 
| tyts; and of his going to that Reverend 
Patriarch Abraham, the father of the 
faithful, and to I/aac, and to acob, and 
to all the holy Pattiatchs; and of his go» 
ing to the holy Angels, and Arch - An- 
gels, and Thrones , and Powers, and. 
Principalities, and to the ſpirits of all 
juſt men made perfect. Who can _ 
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of being thus tranſported, and not be 
tranſported with the very Hanghty of 
it. Surely it mult needs be a very con · 
folatory Viaticum to the ſoul of a dy- 
ing Saint, to think of exchanging Earth 
for Heaven, and the ſordid company of 


finners for the ſweet ſociety of Saints. 


And this is it which makes the Saint en» 
tertain death as a friend , whom the fins 
ner fears 2s an enemy. The Saints of 
God in all Ages have lookt upon him 2s 
a friend, becauſe by him they have been 
wafted to glory. Moſes ſing when he 
was told his laſt Elijab had his S»ffi- 
cit , he defir'd his God to take away his 
life. Old Simeon craved a diſmiſſion, and 
St. Paul a diſcharge, In the times of 
Perſecution how did the Martyrs run in 
troops to the flames, even to the amaze 
ment and admiration of their Perſecu- 
tours, Which made a mortal Enemy to 
Chriſtianity in the dayes of Queen MA. 
n (who ſpeaking of ſome of the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians and of the glorious Mat. 
eyrs that then ſuffered)bade a vengeance 
on them, for he ;hopghe they took de- 
light in burning, and that they long'd 
for death. I ſhould fivell this Volumn 
too 
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too big, if I ſhould here inſert the laſt 
ſayings of dying Saints, who expreſt as 
much willingneſſe to be diſrob'd of 
their mortality, as ever — to put 
off their cloaths to go to teſt : And no 
marvel, for death to a righteous man is 


but 23a door to let him into glory, to 


ſuch endleſſe glory, as I (hall not here 
ſtand to inſiſt of; for with a diſcoarſe 
of that everlaſting happineſſe 1 ſhall 
cloſe the Book, and for the on 

leave it to fall on a worſe Subje 
We' now coine to the finner, who 
(as we have ſeen already) fecms by his 
outward proſperity. to be the onely 
happy man, as having the world at will, 
and all things in it at his command; but 
alas ( notwithſtanding all this) we (hall 
finde that he and happineſs are at a 
great diſtance, if we but ſeriouſly conſi- 
er the ſhortneſs of his joyes, and the 
eternity of his miſeries ; that this is all 
the heaven he is ever like to have, he 
hath his portion in this life, and theſe 
ſhort pleaſutes to end in endlefs ror- 
ments. This world, as it is a School to 
the Saint, ſo a Stall to the Siooer;; it 
fits the one fora Ecllowſhip in the — 
1 
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Fernſalem , and fats the other for an 


eternal laughter : here the Saint ſuffers. 


2 while to be eternally happy, and here 
the ſinner flouriſhes for a moment to be 
everla ingly miſerable. What more 
wag 3h a ſinners welfare It is 
for Müghter that che Oxe is fatned, 
eaſe flayes the ſimple, and the proſperity 


of fools ſhall deſtroy them, they ſpend. 


their dayes in wealth, and end their 
dayes in woe ; their merry dance deter- 
mines in a miſerable downfall , the fin. 
ners cup of honey is mixt with dregs of 
gall. He loves his belly well that with 
Eſa will ſell his birth · right for Pot- 


tage. Thad rather beg my bread with. 


Lazarw, then my water with Dives. In. 
what ſlippery places hath God ſet wick · 
ed men ? He that now thinks himſelf as 
high as heaven, knows not how ſoon he 
ſhall be laid as low as hell; and he that 
is now catouzing and quaffing with his 
dammy Blades, and pampering his guts 
wich the left hand bleſſings , knows not 
how ſuddenly he (ball be plac't at the 
left hand of that Judge, who ſhall give 
to all their right, and ſend him and his 
crew to yell out their late Lamentations 
in 
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in Tophet. Zopher (though none of the 
beſt men himſelf) could tell ob, that the 
triumpling of the wicked is but ſhort , and 
the joy of the hypecrite but for a moment, 
like the thorns in the fire, the bubble in 
the water, the flowers in the earth, or 
the clouds in the air, they blaze and con- 
ſame, they flouriſh and fade, they vaniſh 
and fly away, A candle burns more 
brightly, when neareſt the end, and the 
wicked are in greateſt pomp, when 
neareſt their ruine; witneſſe thoſe ſad 
examples of Abſalon, ecabel, Haman, 
Herod, &c. ſo that his joyes here are but 
like a fit of muſick before a fearful exe- 
cution, or a Syrexs ſong before a diimal 
ſtorm; and of the ſhort time he hath 
here to frollick it, how often is he diſ- 
quieted by Gods judgements from 
without, and by his owa confcience 
from within. Firſt from without, God 
oftentimes meets with the ſinner here, 
to put him in minde of what he ſhall 
feel hereafter ; and that if he will not 
take warning by this, he (hall be paid 
to purpoſe in a worſe place. As a Saint 
looks upon afflictions from God as the 
gentle chaſtiſementi of a loviog * 
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the ſinner looks upon them as the ſc vere 
puniſhments of an angry Judge, and as 
a ſad preſage or preface of thoſe inſuf- 
ferable miſcrics he ſhall finde in hell. 2. 
From within his guilty conſcience often- 
times proves as a cord to ſtrangle his 
joyes, and to mar his mirth. Did not 
oſephs Brethren experiment this in 
pr, and Ahab in his hoaſe of Ivory, 

and Belſbazar amidſt his ſenſualities ; 
this is it that tells him of his palt offen- 
ces, and future miſeries , which ſo much 
diſtrats him, that it makes him afraid 
both of himſelf and others, ever fear» 
ful leſt ſome juſt hand ſhould cut off his 
bappineſſe with his life. Our Richard 
the Third after the marther of his ewo 
innocent Nephews had fearful dreams 
inſomuch, that he did often leap out of 
his bed in the dark, and catching his 
ſword , (which alwayes naked ſtuck by 
his (ide) he would go diſtraRedly about 
the chamber , every where ſeeking out 
the cauſe of his own occaſioned diſ. 
= And Charles the Ninth of 
rance, after the Pariſian Maſacre,was ſo 
inwardly terrified, that he was every 
night laid to ſleep, and wakened again 

. wit 
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with a ſet of Muſicians. Alas what 
happineſle is it to have a houſe of Cedar 
adorn'd both within aod without with 
beaten gold, to have his cheſts lin'd 
with the Gold of Opbir, to have the 
richeſt Robes that ere the ſup ſhin'd on, 
the largeſt Wardrobe, the coicelt Cates, 
and the moſt defit'd delights, that his 
way were ſpread with Roſes, and pav'd 
with Diamonds, when his rogf is open 
to the thunderbolt of Heaven, and has 
hell in his conſcience, and God for bis 
enemy. But put the caſe the finner 
were not troubled with theſe outward 
calamities nor inward aftightments, yet 
he were (notwithſtanding this) [till mi- 
ſerable ; for in the higheſt exaltation of 
his mirth, the very name of death cools 
his courage, and ſtrikes him through 
with terrours ; he would not (if be 
might have his will) ever part with this 
world, (for he knows that there is no- 


thing of happineſs to be found for them 
in the next) he could with all his heart 
accept of St. Peters motion, to build 
Tabernacles here, and live for ever , but 
alas that muſt not be, for put the caſe 
he ſees many go before him, his — 
wi 
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will come ſhortly after, old age will 
ſoon ſeize upon him, when his feet will 
be full of gouts , his back full of pain, 
his heart full of ſorrow, and his ſoul 
full of ſin, and now all bis happineſs 
is blown over, as though it had never 
been; or if he could call ro minde his 
paſt felicities, the thoughts of them 
would be ſo far from adminiſtering any 
comfort to him , that it would but di- 
ſtrat him; and he does now begin to 
wiſh he had never been born, or elſe a 
Jonger leaſe of his life, *Tis ſtoried of 
Lews the Eleventh King of France, that 
he was ſo wedded to this life, thathe 
rohibited the mention of the word 
ath in his Court; but alas death 
regards not the threats of Princes, nor 
the tears of Peaſants. The ſtouteſt 
man and greateſt Monarch that ever 
was, hath been forc't ro ſubmit to him 
and his meſſengers. The honourable 
Garter cannot cure the Gout , nor the 
Chair of State eaſe the Chollick , nor a 
golden Diadem remove the headache. 
Naga the Scythian deſpiſing the rich 
pteſents and ornaments that were ſent 
unto him by Michael Palcoleg us Empe- 
rour 
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rour of Conſt antimeple a askt whether 


thoſe things could drive away calami- 
ties, diſeaſes, or death. No, this — 
cannot do, as Henry Beaxford (that ri 
and wretched Cardinal) found by woful 
experience in the daycs of Hey. 6, who 
perceiving death at hand,askt wherefore 
he ſhould dye, being ſo rich: if the 
whole Realm will ſave my life, I am able 
either by policy to get it, or by riches to 
buy it ; Fie (quoth he) will not death be 
hired, will money do nothing. No, mo- 
ney in this caſe bears no maſtery, death 
(as the Jealous man) will not regard 
any ranſom, neither will be reſt con- 
tent though thou offer many gifts, 
[ Prov. 6. 25.] 'Twas but a vaine con- 
ceit of one who when he heard that 
his ſickneſs was deadly, and that he was 
for another world , call'd for a bagof 
gold and laid to his heart, (as if that 
which had ſolely ſwayed him in his life 
tothe committing of many prepoſttous 
actions, ſhould now do ſomething for 
him) but he finding no caſe by it, threw 
it away, crying it would not do. Nor 
was he leſs ridiculous, who being ready 
to expire, clapt a twenty (billings you

You that have prated Religion out bf 
the Nation, as if it conſiſted in nothing 
but words; and inſtead of ptactiſing the 
Graces 
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Graces of the Spirie , as Faith, Repen- 
cance, Humility , Charity, &c. ſtudied 
nothing but needleſs and unneceſſary 
Queſtions, not at all tending to Edifica- 
tion but Vain glory, which have en- 
larg'd the Breaches of the Church inſtead 
of cloſing them up; Remember that 
God is juft as well as merciful, and 
hong he ſpares you long, will-pay you 
at laſt , and though you feed your ſelves 
like porkets with the fat things of the 
world, a time will come when you (hall 
calt it up again, and all your hypoctiſie 
ſhall be unmaskt and unyail'd both to 
Angels and men: Humble your ſelves 
therefore under the mighty hand of 
God,, left for your pride God inflicts on 
you the ſaddeſt Judgement that is men- 
tion'd in the Book of God, of being de- 
livet d over to a Reprobate ſenſe : Oh 
take heed that Satan couzen you not to 
hell, and there ewit you as he did Saul 
in Sawwels mantle, when there is no 
place for repentance. You know what . 
a plauſible ſpeech he made in the mouths 
of Aba Prophets, when he tic't that 
King to his tuine; have a care that ye are 
not condemn'd one day for condemning 
others, 
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others, and ſpued out of the Bride- 
grooms mouth for your lukewarnn: fle ; 
think not me your enemy for telling you 
the truth, be not Solomons fools to hate 
inſtruction, better repent theſe things 
here then in a worſe place ; conſider 
ſeriouſly the foregoing Diſcourſe, take 
notice of the fad exit of wicked men, 
that the doleful ſound of their ſad and 
too late Repentance, may ſeaſonably 
caution you by their harms to beware. 
One wotd more, think not without Re- 
pentance ever to arrive at Glory; there's 
no going to heaven on beds of doun, 
you have more cauſe to feat exchanging 
doun pillows for beds of fl:mes : there's 
no leaping from Dives his diet to Laza- 
rut his crown, nor from Dalilabs lap to 
Abraham: boſom. 

Laſtly, To my Readers in general, Let 
me caution you to take notice of Gods 
Omnipotency Omnilſciency, and Juſtice, 
and our own Mortallity, and theſe ſeve- 
rally and ſeriouſly conſidered, may be a 
motive to ſtartle us from the very 
thoughts of thoſe fins that we commit 


with greedineſs, 


Fitit, his Omniſciency, Remember that 
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he is an all-ſceing God that diſcovers all 
our actions and beholds all our wayes, 
- to whom the day and the night, the 
darkneſs and the light are both alike, If 
we dare not commit our bealtly fins be- 
fore the eyes of -men, how dare we pre- 
ſame to commit them before him that is 
able everlaſtingly to damn us, and throw 
our ſouls into Tophets endleſs flames. 
Secondly, his Omniporency , Let us

of years bur ſum up in figures ad many 
hundred thouſands as they could, yet 
never could they reduce to à total, or 
Confine within number this tri-ſyllable 
word ETERNALL. The darkeſt 
Dungeon of Hell (hall be the Repro- 
bates everlaſting Goal; as the chains 
Mall nevet N looſened or fil'd off, ſo 
neither Mull they change their dolefull 
nabitation, but the ſame priſon and 
wrack, the ſame place as well as degrees 
of torment (hall ſhackle them ev all 
eternity, they ſhall not change their To.
